Washington, April 2.—The division of 
agriculture of the census bureau is mak- 
ing a special effort to secure important 
data relating to rice and its irrigation on 
the delta lands and inland marshes of 
South Carolina and Georgia; the alluvial 
lands of Louisiana, Mississippi and other 
states and the prairies in southeastern 
Texas and southwestern Louisiana. It is 
pointed out by the bureau that rice is 
the principal cereal product of the south 
Atlantic and gulf states and that Louls- 
lana and Texas furnish nearly three- 
fourths of all the production in that coun- 

try. 

Schedules are being mailed to rice plant- 
ers, the questions asked embracing meth- 
od, cost, eto., and it is expected that the 
results will show comprehensively the ex- 
tent and value of the irrigation plants, 
acreage cultivated under them and other 
important facts. Plantation owners and 
secretaries of companies not receiving the 
inquiries are requested to notify L. G. 
Powers, chief statistician in charge of 
agriculture.

1 a Quaver in Voice, Jones 


Relates Every Detail of Cold- 
Blooded Plot—Patrick Heard 
Story Without Exhib- 
iting Any Emotion. 


New York, April 2.— Without the slight- 
est quaver in his well modulated voice 
and displaying no outward sign of re- 
gret or remorse, Charles F. Jones, s6@¢- 
retary and valet to the late William 
Marsh Rice, today confessed under oath 
that he had ended the life of his employer 
and benefactor with chloroform. 

The confession was the climax of a fe- 
markable recital in which was laid bare 
the details of an alleged subtle conspiracy 
which had for its object the seizure of 
$3,000,000 in cash and negotiable securities 
and the conversion of three millions in 
realty to the use of the alleged chief con- 
spirator. 

There was a dramatic force in the d- 
rectness and minute attention to detafl 
with which Jones approached the tragedy 


—the moment when he covered the face 


of the sleeping man with the saturated 
napkin and then waited for him to die. 
The self-confessed murderer told the 
story of the alleged plot from its concep- 
tion. The capital crime he committed and 
all the minor offenses that preceded it 
were, he declared, at the instigation and 
direction of Albert T. Patrick. It was 
Patrick, he said, who conceived the idea 
of forging a will and forging transfers 
and conveyances. It was Patrick who in- 
duced two persons to witness the forged 
signature. It was Patrick who deter- 
mined that Rice should die, and it was 
Patrick who sought to have him killed 
slowly and then, becoming impatient, de- 
termined upon quick action. And, accord- 
ing to Jones, remarkable as it may séem, 
Rice never knew Patrick during his te- 
time and never saw him but once, * 


Story of the Pict. 

Jones, according to his story, fim 
gan his acquaintance with Patrice 
the lawyer called at the residence ot Mil. 
lionaire Rice on Madison avenue, this 
city, in October, 1999. The witness told 
of the growing friendship and the gradual 
approach to the discussion of the affairs 
of Mr. Rice, which finally resulted in t 
proposition to defraud, and Jones final 
ylelded. Then came the details of the 
Story of the transfers and conveyances 
of real and personal property to Patrick 
over the forged signatures of Rice; the 
stealing of bank checks from the mil- 
lionaire’s check book; their delivery to 
Patrick and the forging of Rice’s signa- 
ture; the proposition to put the aged mil. 
lionaire out of the way, first weakening 
him by continuous doses of mercury; the 
calling in of a physician at frequent in- 
tervals, thus apparently providing for 
the issuance of a death certificate: and 
the extreme care with which this plan of 
slow poisoning was carried out. 

Then, as calmly as though unfolding the 
plot of a drama in which he was inter 
ested only as a spectator, Jones led up 
to the day of the murder. He swore that 
with mercury 
pills of a different composition from those 
first administered; told how the million- 
aire defeated the purpose of the plotters 
by refusing to take them. Then, Jones 
said, Patrick began to display impatience. 
He swore the lawyer brought two ounces 
of oxalic acid to Jones and Jones swears 
he told him to dilute one ounce in twenty- 
two times its weight in water and to 
give the mixture to Rice for the purpose 
of weakening his heart action. To induce 
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the old man to take these several poisons - 


Jones said he*was compelled to take doses 
himself in Rice’s presence. One dose was 
2 — dangerous.

at once, that Jones should do the work 
and that there would really be no harm 
in it, because Rice had poisoned his own 
wife years ago and deserved punishment. 

Jones described his return to Mr. Rice’s 
epartments and the discovery of the mil- 
lionaire sleeping peacefully in bed: he 
told of his stealthy search for a napkin 
and the fashioning of it into 4 cone- 
shape as directed, he said, by Patrick. 
He detailed the story of the pinning of a 
small sponge at the point of the cone.

Then he told of saturating the naphin 


and sponge with chlorofo and nolding 
it over his own nostrils to its effect. 
Jcnes looked straight in the eyes of As- 
sistant District Attorney Osborne and 
continued his story without a break and 
without a tremor in his voice. He de- 
scribed his approach to the bed with the 
saturated napkin in his hand; placing it 
over the face of the sleeping old man, 
his flight from the rcom, and the weary 
wait of thirty minutes in accordance 
Patrick's alleged instructions.

Attorney Brinson Required To Strike 
Them from the Records. 
Augusta, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)—The 
Chronicle has received the following spe- 

cial from Waynesboro: 

James P. Brinson, attorney at law, of 
Millen, Ga., and brother to Judge E. L. 
Brinson, was convicted in the county 
court of Burke last June, in three cases 
of trespass on the land of Captain Jo- 
seph Bell, of the Centra] railroad, and 
one case of obstruction of legal process.

HEARD FROM THE PIGEONS. 


Two of the Birds Flew a Thousand 
Miles in Two Days. 

Cartersville, Ga., April 2.—(Special.)— 
Two pigeons turned loose near this city 
in two days found their way to Pennsyl- 
vania, from whence they had been 
brought. 

Lee B. Womelsdorf, the superintendent 
of the Georgia Peruvian re Company, 
whose works are two miles south of the 
city. on January 10th last received from 
Peter D. Hoppie,.of Pottsville, Pa., who 
raises these birds, seven Antwerp pigeons. 
The Antwerps are a modified breed of the 
carrier pigeon, and their homing qualities 
have always been held up to the highest 
claims. Mr. Womelsdorf is a great ad- 
mirer of these birds and will attempt to 
rear them here, and his experiment with 
his seven sky-blue beauties was actuated 
by a dual purpose—that of discovering 
whether, after a term of confinement, 
they could be made to stay in a new lo- 
cality to them, and to test their homing 
instinct. Satisfactory results, in a meas- 
ure, at least, were realized in both par- 
ticulars.

DECIPHERED THE INSCRIPTION 


Gardner Says No Doubt of Greene’s 
Remains Being Found. 
Savannah, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—The 
remains found in the tomb in the old Co- 
lonial cemetery in Savannah by Colonel 
Asa Bird Gardner, of New York, and the 
members of the local committee that 
worked with him in the search, were 
those for which the gentleman sought. It 
has been conclusively proven that the rel- 
ics that now lie in the vault of the South- 
ern bank are those of General Nathanael 
Greene, one of the most distinguished of- 
ficers of the revolution. A letter has been 
received by Mr. Willlam Harden, one of 
the committee, from Colonel Gardiner, 
in which the writer states that the coffin 
plate, upon which a portion of the sur- 
name of Greene and the date of the death 
could be distinguished by the naked eye 
before the metal was subjected to treat- 
ment, has been carefully examined and 
treated and that it had shown the follow- 

ing inscription: 

Nathanael Greene, Obit June 19, 1736; 
age 44 years.“ 

Photographs of the plate, Colonel Gar- 
diner wrote, would be sent to Mr. Har- 
den as soon as they could be made. He 
explained that the delay in making in- 
spection of the plate had been due to the 
pressure of business which had with- 
drawn his attention temporarily from the 
matter. The other coffin plate that was 
supposed to have been upon the coffin 
that held the remains of George Wash- 
ington Greene, a son of the general, Colo- 
nel Gardiner wrote, had been found 80 
corroded as to prevent any of its inscrip- 
tion being deciphered. This was as had 
been expected by the members of the lo- 
cal committee, who had seen and inspect- 
ed the plate. It was made of a metal 
different from that of the plate that was 


on the coffin of General Greene, and had 


been more severely affected by rust.

Instead of following the 
example of Atlanta, however, and pro- 
moting the most capable and efficient 
member of the force, a rank outsider, 
with no claim for fitness and nothing but 
political backing, will be chosen. 

The Savannah republican politicians are 
all in a hubbub tonight because of a cau- 
cus held at the office of Mayor Myers, 
at the Savannah Grocery Company, this 
afternoon. The caucus. was attended by 
some of the leading administration poll 
ticlans and a majority of the board of 
aldermen. Its object was to canvass the 
situation and to deeide upon a candi- 
date for chief of police. There were only 
two names before the caucus—those of 
Charles Garfunkle and Justice Michael 
Naughton, it being understood that Act- 
ing Superintendent Owen Reilly was prac- 
tically out of the rave. 

It was very soon evident that Garfun- 
kle’s friends had everything their own 
way in the caucus and two or three of 
the aldermen opposed to Garfunkle with- 
drew. This left just six aldermen in the 
meeting, who, it is understood, pledged 
themselves to support Garfunkle, This 
is just half the strength of the board, 
and are predicting all sorts of things. 
and, with Mayor Myers's vote, is suffi- 
clent to elect Garfunkle. 

Justice Naughton's friends are very sore 
They say that Garfunkle is only a young 
man, utterly without experience and has 
never demonstrated any capacity what- 
ever for such a position. They further 
declare that the community will not stand 
it and that the immediate result will be 
the organization of a new party to down 
the present administration. 

‘Charles Garfunkle is a young man about 
twenty-seven years of age and son of B. 
M. Garfunkle, the patriarch and leader 
of the Russian Jew colony of Savannah.

has been quite active in local politics 
and as the brothers were supposed to 
practically control about 300 Russian Jew 
votes this naturally gave them considera- 
ble prestige.

SHOOTING OF BAKER FAMILY 


Affair Caused Excitement—Lillisen 
Clayton Jewett Took Family 
on a Tour. 


Charleston, 8. C., April 2—(Special.— 
In the United States circuit court today 
District Attorney Lathrop asked for an 
order removing the famous Lake City 
lynching case to the contingent docket, 
which means that the eleven white men, 
charged with the murder of Baker, the 
negro postmaster at Lake City, will 
not be forced to undergo a second trial. 
Two years ago, after a trial lasting for 
two weeks, the jury failed to agree and 
wes dismissed. The case wag still on she 
docket, but the understanding was that 
it would be dropped after Lillian Clayton 
Jewett took the crippled Bakers on a den- 
fational tour through New England. 

The defendants in the case were all 
preminent citizens from the Lake City 
section. On the night of February 21, 
1898, a mob went to Baker’s home, used 
also as the postoffice, started a roaring 
fire with dry shavings And oll. and fired 
on the negro inmates as they fled. Baker 
was killed first. The wife, who followed, 
carried a baby in her arms, and a bullet 
— snapped the arm, ploughed into 
the infant’s head and killed it. Four 
children were wounded.

New York, April 2.—Colonel Robert A. 
Ammon, attorney for what was known as 
the Goslin syndicate, was arrested this 
afternoon on charges of conspiracy to 


bankers and brokers in Chicago. Later 
he gave bail in the sum of $11,000. Colo- 
nel Ammon is codefendant in a sult with 
Alfred R. Goslin, Frank B. Morgan, 
Thomas J. Gibbons, G. Ebermann and 
R. F. Frey. Goslin and Grey were ar- 
rested on February 18th and are now out 
on bail, 

The affidavits state that the defend- 
ants formed the Brake and Coupler Com- 
pany, a New Jersey corporation; that the 
stock of the company was sold through 
R. F. & Co., a firm ostensibly head- 
ed by the man Grey, but of which, ac- 
cording to his own admission, he was only 
the figurehead, dominated by Goslin and 
Ammon. He says he signed certificates of 
stock and deposit without knowing to 
what use they were to be put and that 
for submitting without questions to all 
the demands of hig companion he re- 
ceived $12 a week. 

The plan of the alleged conspirators, 
according to Alexander, was to create a 
fictitious price for the shares by bidding 
for themselves on the “curb” market 
and then having their agents in the west 
persuade reputable brokers to purchase 
for cash. The affidavits say John L. 
Packer and Thomas J. Gibbons were two 
of those who operated. Gibbons, uccord- 
ing to the affidavits, acting under the 
name of J. C. Cummings, is said to have 
called upon Finlay, Burrell & Co., 
and asked them to buy for him 
ten shares of Brake and Coupler 
stock at 6. The firm, after the 
customer had given them $2,000 for 
margins, made the purchase through Sey- 
mour, Johnson & Co., a New York firm, 
which has since gone into bankruptcy. 
The Chicago firm paid the full supposed 
value of the stock, $6,500. Two days later 
“Cummings” called again and say ng 
Brake and Coupler had risen to 68, asked 
the firm to buy another 100 shares for his 
account without additional margin being 
deposited. The case seemed bona fide 
and the firm complied with Cummings’s 
wishes, this time paying Seymour, John- 
son & Co. $6,800. A few days afterwards 
they heard that Brake and Coupler was 
rapidly declining. They sent to the ad- 
dress given by Cummings to demand more 
margin. The place turned out to be a 
theatrical agency. 

Ammon is said to have assured an in- 
tending purchaser that the company pos- 
sessed valuable patents and that it had a 
mile of exhibit track outside of its fac- 
tory at Hartford, Conn.

CELEBRATE CRUSHING DEFEAT 


Danes Commemorate Destruction of 


Their Fleet by Nelson. 

Copenhagen, April 2.—The one hun- 
dredth anniversary of the naval battle 
which was fought off Copenhagen in 1801, 
between the English and the Danes, was 
celebrated here today. The city was gen- 
erally decorated with flags and there was 
a naval and military parade. 

The graves of the Englishmen and 
Danes who fell in the engagement a cen- 
tury ago were decorated and an impres- 
sive service was held in Holmens church, 
at which the entire Danish royal family 
was present. Norway, which in 1801 was 
an ally of Denmark, sent an armored 
warship to participate in the celebration 
and oddly enough this warship was built 
in England. 


Copenhagen was bombarded by the Eng- 
lish under Admirals Nelson and Parker, 
April 2, 1801, the Danish fleet also taking 
part in the engagement. Out of twenty- 
three Danish ships of the line, eighteen 
were captured or destroyed by the Eng- 
lish. This event led to the dissolution of 
the so-called armed neutrality or confed- 
eration against England formed by Rus-

FOR RELIEF OF GALVESTON. 


Bill Discussed by Texas House of 
Representatives. 

Austin, Tex., April 2.—(Spectal.)—A res- 
olution in the house to rescind the April 
8th adjournment and fix it for May 6th 
was tabled. The Galveston relief bill con- 
sumed much of the day’s session, the 
same being a senate bill which seeks to 
remit state taxes for fifteen years in order 
that the same may be used for the pur- 
pose of elevating the city above the high 
water line. 

In the senate a constitutional amend- 
ment was submitted providing that ap- 
propriation can be made for the exhibi- 
tion of the resources of Texas at fairs 
and expositions, the object of the same 
being to secure authority to have a leg- 
islative appropriation to have Texas suit- 
ably presented, but it is against their con- 
stitution for an appropriation for that 
purpose to be made at present. Inless 
this amendment is adopted, the legisla- 
ture ean make no appropriation for either 
the St. Louis exhibition or other fair as- 
sociations. 

A bill was introduced in the senate pro- 
viding that all counties and cities in the 
path of the gulf coast disaster of last 
September can compromise their bonded 
indebtedness and fund the same at a 
lower rate of interest. 

The senate defeated, by indefinite post- 
ponement, the bill providing for an exten- 
sion of the state textbook law, which ex- 
pires next year, for a period of five years. 

The senate judiciary committee reported 
favorably the house general appropriation 
bill for the next six months, and it will 
be acted upon tomorrow, thus closing up 
all the appropriation matters prior to the 
final adjournment next Tuesday. 

A resolution was offered in the senate 
providing that the joint committee to re- 
district the congressional districts of the 
state shall hold sessions between the ad- 
journment of this legislature and the con- 
vening of the extra session for the pur- 
pose of preparing a bill for consideration 
by said session. The object of this va- 
cation of the committee is to give all 
interested parties an opportunity to pre- 
gent any claims they have for contem- 
plated changes, so that the legislature 
may have all the information possible on 
the subject before it goes to considering 
the bill. 


Cadet W. P. Hill.

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Washington, April 2.—The danger men- 
acing travelers to Central and South 
American ports through the lack of quar- 
antine facilities in those cogntries has 
been called to the attention of the ma- 
rine hospital service by P. M. DeLeon, 
United States consul general at Ecuador. 
A case is cited of passengers being con- 
fined in a fever ship for a month while 
the vessel was turned away from port 
after port and all assistance refused, the 
fever meanwhile continuing its ravages 
on board. The consul general incloses a 
letter from Archer Harmon, manager of 
an Ecuador ratlrogd enterprise, who says 
that he was one of a party of fourteen 
who boarded the steamer Chile at Pan- 
ama on July Sth last: The second day 
out there was a death from yellow fe- 
ver. There was no quarantine station 
on the Ecuador coast. At Payta there 
were two more deaths. The port refused 
to permit the steamer in the harbor. 
The supposed ship doctor aboard the 
ship had palmed off as a physician to 
secure free e. At Callao there 
were two deaths and the authorities 
there refused to permit connectiin with 
thé shore or to.send a physician, medi- 
cine or disinfectants aboard. 

The Peruvian autiprities declined to al- 
low a steamer W. R. Grace & Co. had 
chartered for the party to take them 
off and the Chile had to proceed to sea 
until the Peruvian authorities would per- 
mit a landing. The ship went to Arica, 
but meantime two or three deaths oc- 
curred, and a small gunboat from Arica 
drove the steamer out of the harbor, re- 
fusing to provide either medicine or dis- 
infectants or provisions. At Pisagua the 
authorities attempted to drive the ship 
out of the harbor, but as the steamer 
had no coal, it was impossible to proceed. 
Finally, with the steamer five miles off 
shore, coal barges were anchored a mile 
end a half from the steamer, the steamer 
crew towed the barges out and unloaded 
them and the barges were then sunk. 
Meantime one or two further deaths had 
occurred. Failing to get either medicine 
or disinfectants, the ship proceeded to 
Valparaiso, arriving after several more 
deaths about August 15th, when the 
passengers landed after a careful in- 
spection. Mr. Harmon says there is no 
place where a steamer with an infec- 
tious disease aboard can land or dis- 
charge its passengers on the west coast 
of South America, nor is it possible to 
secure medicines, disinfectants or medical 
attention.

Arizona Republican: From the earliest 
times the office of the sheriff of Maricopa 
county has been the lodgeroom of the 
Amalgamated Association of Prevarica- 
tors until an honorary membership and 
an ability to shine in it came to be re- 
garded as a necessary qualification for 
sheriff only a little less important than 
the ability to get enough votes at the con- 
vention and the polls. Sheriffs have us- 
ually been represented by proxy in the 
meeting of the association and the proxy 
has always been somé deputy, generally 
Charlie Slankard, who as a prevaricator 
has always successfully held his own 
against all comers.

o says “a twelve million bale crop 
means a very low price, while nine mil- 
lion bales means fair and just prices,“ 
and that increased acreage does not nec- 
cessarily mean a large crop, as it is so 
Hable to disaster. The address has heen 
sent out to all the farn ers of the state. 
but whether its warnings will be heeded 
is doubtful. 

The weather for the past week has been 
very unfavorable for the farmers, and 
the low lands, wich have been prepared 
and ready for planting in cotton, will 
have to be re-bedded, or planted in corn.

most venerated in America, that'éf Guad- 
alupe, with which only may be compared 
that: of Lourdes in France; the people 
whose tongue, like that of the Basques, 
Cannot be classified among any of the 
continent, the Seri; the capital with a 
higher altitude than the other cities of 
its country, Mexico; the biggest known 
tree, the Santa Maria deli Tule’ in 
Oaxaca; the most recently created vol- 
cano, Jourullo; finally, the ruler now in 
power, who has done most to preserve 
peace in all the countries of America 
freed from Spanish rule, General Porfirio 
Diaz. 

In addition to all this Mexico has 
great mineral wealth, splendid business 
interests, a great deal of real progress. 
It is a great country.

Jackson, Miss., . 2.—(Special.)—The 
Mississippi railroad commission this af- 
ternoon refused to modify the new sched. 
ule of local rates on brick and lumber. A 


large number of officjals of the various 
railroads were present and protested 
against the rates. 


Closely following ti the ennouncemeat of 
Senator Suliivan’s retirement from poli- 
tics in Mississippi comes the statement 
that he has interested himself with a 
number of eastern capitalists and will ac- 
tively engage in the industrial develop- 
ment of the state. 

An agent of the syndicate of which 
Senator Sullivan is supposed to be a 
member was in Jackson a day or so since 
and. while he did not divulge his plans. 
it is learned that the syndicate has a 
scheme on foot to build a manufacturing 
town in sauth Mississipp!. it 1s to be a 
model town somewhat on the order of 
Pullman. near Chicago, ang several 
thousand acres of land in Harrison coun- 
ty have already been purchased. 

The model town will contain several 
lumber mills and wood working industries 
and a cotton mill will also probably be 
built. There is valuable timber on the 
lands and a number of expert lumbermen 
will be imported to have charge of the 
various enterprises. The Louisville and 
Nashville will build a branch road to the 
town and it is understood that the capital 
to be invested is $2,000,000. 

In addition to this Senator Sullivan is 
also interested in the opening of several 
thousand acres of hardwood timber coun- 
try in Coahoma county and the machinery 
for the lumber mills has already been 
ordered. 


Mississippi will engage very extensively 
in the cattle raising business this year. 
In many sections of the state farmers are 
purchasing feeders to pasture during the 
summer and by next January the export 
business will be quite lively. Two years 
ago the cattle raising business in this 
state had assumed good-sized propor- 
tions, but owing to the snortage of the 
corn crop during the past season there 
was a very perceptible falling off, 
amounting to not less than ow per cent. 

A good portion of the cattle raised in 
Mississippi for market are exported to 
Cuba, where better prices are obtained 
than at any of the large cattle market 
centers at home. The quarantine regula- 
tions of northern states have been a 
source of annoyance to the cattlemen and 
a hindrance to putting their shipments on 
the market at the season when the best 
prices are obtained. 

With a successful corn crop in Missis- 
sippi during the present year the cattle 
raisens will have an encouraging prospect. 
The corn acreage, from all reports re- 
ceived, is a large increase over that of 
last year, which argues well for those 
engaged in the cattle raising business. 


Professor W. F. Hand. Mississippi's 
state chemist, has issued the semi-annual 
bulletin on fertilizers sold in Mississippi, 
The bulletin contains the analysis of 14 
brands manufactured in the vyarious 
southern states, notably Loutsiana, Ala- 
bama, Géorgia, North and South Caro- 
lina and Virginia, in addition to the out- 


put of the vartous home enterprises. The 


laws of tue state require that all fertii- 
izers sold in the state be analyzed, and 
several assistant chemists are kept busy 
during the greater portion of the year 
collecting samples. In the bulletin just 
issued Professor Hand states that there 
are no fraudulent fertilizers being sold in 
Mississippi and in the 14 analyses very 
few brands fall below the guaranteed 


composition. The chemical analyses also 


sets forth the relative commercial value 
per ton of each sample submitted, cur- 
rent prices of the ingredients being used. 
While this ig not eminently satisfactory, 
says Professor Hand, it must nec 

serve until something better is suggested.

The question of whether Fulton county 
shall make monthly reports to the state 
prison commission, in reference to the 
county convicts, will be considered at the 
regular monthly meeting of the board 
of county commissioners to be held this 
morning. The matter will likely not be 
settled this morning, but will probably 
be tefe red to a committee or to the 
county attorney for investigation, to as 
certain whether Fulton county is re- 
quired by law to make such reports. 

Captain Clifford L. Anderson, chairman 
of the board, stated last night that if 
the law required that this county make 
the monthly reports the commissioners 
would abide by the law. He considers 
the reports unnecéssary, however, and 
says they woulé entail much work and 
a great expense to the county. 

“I do not see why Fulton county 
should be required to make these re- 
ports,” said he, as our conviet camps 
are in good condition and they are lo- 
cated here, where they are under direct 
supervision of the prison commission. If 
Fulton county leased out her convicts 
the matter would be different and a 
strict account of them should be kept, 
but we work all of our convicts. 1 do 
not believe in leasing out convicts, but 
those counties that do should be com- 
pelled to make lar reports.”

Fulton County Camps Break More 
Than Any Camps in State 


PROPER FOOD NOT SUPPLIED 


Prison Commission. Hears Report 
from Warden Moore—Expects a 
Letter from Fulton Com- 
missioners Tomorrow. 

Other Camps. 


Warden J. C. Moore, of the state peni- |: 


tentiary, made a report to the prison 
commission yesterday with reference to 
a large number of misdemeanor convict 
camps that he has inspected within the 
last week or ten days. 

While he found some irregularities in 
many of them, 
camp in the state that neglects or de- 
clines to conform to the rules with re- 
gard to misdemeanor camps to the extent 
that Fulton county does. 

The fact that the Fulton county com- 
missioners have failed to make the re- 
quired monthly reports with reference 
to the county convicts has already been 
mentioned. Warden Moore further re- 
ported that the Fulton county convicts 
are given fresh meat and wheat bread 
only once a week, whereas the law dis- 
tinctly requires that these articles of diet 
be furnished them three times each 
week. They are given no coffee at all, 
though the rules require that they be 
provided with coffee for breakfast. 
They are made to sleep in the same 
clothes they work in during the day, 
whereas the law requires that they be 
furnished with separate clothing for 
sleeping purposes, 8 

The foregoing rules are conformed to 
in most of the camps of the state, and 
none have failed to comply when the 
matter has been brought to their atten- 
tion except Fulton. These rules are 
strictly enforced by the prison commis- 
sion in the state penitentiary camps. 

Warden Moore reported that the Ful- 
ton county camp buildings are in fair 
shape with the exception of the women’s 
camp, which is badly ventilated and is 
nothing but a lo- house on the ground. 
There are six camps in Fulton county 
and in all about 300 convicts, of whom 
fifteen are white females. All the rest 
are ~-egroes. 

Commissioners Meet Today. 

The Fulton county commissioners will 
meet today and the consideration of 
these questions will probably be among 
the most important matters to come up. 
It is said that the commissioners are di- 
vided as to the question of sending in 
monthly reports, and some of them seem 
to consider that the management of the 
misdemeanor conviets in the county 
should be left entirely em. and that 
the prison commission not inter- 
fere. The law, however Auires it and 
members of the prison commission say 
they are going to see to the enforcement 
of the rules. 

It is expected that a formal reply with 
regard to these matters will reach the 
prison board from the county commis- 
sioners tomorrow, or perhaps this after- 
noon, but the matter will not be taken up 
by the prison commission until tomor- 
row. 

Judge J. S. Turner, chairman of the 
commission, reached the city yesterday 
and Commissioner Eason: will arrive to- 
day. The commission will have other 
questions tn connection with the misde- 
meanor camps to consider today, how- 
ever. 

An investigation shows that misde- 
meanor. convicts are sent to Decatur 
county from Forsyth county, some 300 
or 400 miles distant, and also from other 
counties in the northern part of the 
state. These negroes are discharged at 
the end of their terms without a cent 
of money, without clothes except such 
miserable garments as they may have at 
the time they are sentenced, and without 
transportation back to their homes. The 
consequence is the majority of them be- 
come thieves in order to get food and 
they soon find their way back to the 
chaingang or to the penitentiary. The 
commission will doubtless adopt a rule 
requiring the lessees in such cases to 
supply the discharged convicts with 
clothing and transportation back to the 
place of conviction. 

Other Camps Reported On. 

Warden Moore reported to the com- 
mission on a number of other misde- 
meanor camns that he has inspected re- 
cently. Among them are the following: 

Two camps in Lowndes county run by 
the McRees have been greatly improved 
and are now in good shape. 

The Bartow camp, engaged in mining 
for Joel Hurt, is considered in good con- 
dition. 

The Effingham camp at Egypt, run by 
Foye Bros. in the saw mill business, is 
a good camp. 

The Jefferson county camp, which is 
engaged in working the roads, is in good 
condition. 

The two camps in Dov~herty county. 
one of which is working the roads and 
the other employed in the brick business 
by Cruger & Pace, are in fair condition. 

The two Coffee county camps are re- 
ported in fair condition. 

The Baldwin county camp, 
éngaged in working roads, is not in as 
good condition as it micht be. It will be 
required to make improvements. 

The DeKalb county camp, which is 
working the roads, is in first-class shape. 

The Irwin county camp, worked by the 
Canda Lumber Company, is a fairly 
good camp. 

Decatur county works about 300 convicts 
from different parts of the state. The 
camps there are in fair condition, but 
the great evil arises from discharging 
the men so far from their homes with- 
out making provision to send them. back. 
The commission expects to remedy this 
evil. 

Warden Moore will continue his inspec-

the oldest Baptist ministers in the state, 
who preached the first sermon ever 
heard in Atlanta, is lying critically ill 
at his home at Rawson street and Cen- 
tral avenue. His death is almost mo- 
mentarily expected. A severe hemor- 
rhage late yesterday afternoon caused 
him to lose consciousness. The loss of 
blood weakened him so that recovery is 
feared to be impossible. 

He has been ill since early in Decem- 
ber and confined to his room. During 
the past two or three weeks he has been 
unable to leave his bed. His physician, 
Dr. Charles Boynton, a nephew of the 
venerable minister, expresses no hope 
for his patient’s recovery. 

Dr. Haygood was resting quietly last 
night and was in no pain, Only his tsrong 
constitution has enabled him to with- 
stand the heavy drains on hig rapidly 
failing strength. The news of his severe 
inness has created considerable gympa- 
thy among his friends in Atlanta and 
throughout the state. ! 

Rev. F. M. Haygood if the oldest min- 
ister in Atlanta and possibly in the en- 
tire state. He has, perhaps, the largest 
personal acquaintance of amy man in the 
state. He was licensed to preach more 
than sixty years ago and in the years 
that have ensued since then he has 
preached more than 3,000 sermons. He 
has preached at every city, village and 
hamlet in Georgia. His career has been 
a remarkable one, and almost unparal- 
leled in the history of the Baptist church 
in Georgia. 

The first sermon preached in Atlanta 
after the name was altered from Mar- 
thasville was preached by Dr. Haygood 
on May 31, 1846. It was his two hundred 
and thirtieth sermon. At that time At- 
lanta was a mere railroad village with 
but one public house, which answered 
for church, school house, railroad office 
and public meeting house. 

The first sermon he ever preached was 
at a little place called Mars Hill, in what 
was then Clark, but is now Oconee coun- 
ty. His last sermon was preached in 
Atlanta on May 29th, 1898, at the Carrie 
Steel Home for colored orphans. A week 
previous to this time he preached at the 
same place. His second sermon was 
preached at the home of J. R. George in 
DéKalbd county, on January 2, 1842. Mr. 
George was the father of Representative 


who represented DeKalb county 


Durfhhg his sixty years of service, Dr. 
Haygood kept a diary of the sermons 
he preached. His last sermon, preached 
at the Carrie Steele orphanage, was 
number 3,320 on the list. His carefully 
kept record shows that he preached in a 
dozen or more states and territories. The 
greater part of his work, however, has 
been done in Georgia. 

It is a fact not generally known that 
Dr. Haygood was once expelled from 
the Baptist church, and was not taken 
back until over a year had elapsed. At 
Marietta on June 5, 1853, he preached a 
sermon on some doctrinal question and 
expressed views that did not find favor 
with the authorities of the church. His 
beliefs were considered unorthodox and 
he was forthwith expelled from com- 
munion in the church. He continued his 
work as a colporteur, and did not relin- 
quish his views. In the fall of 18% he 
was voluntarily restored to full member- 
ship in the church and given again the 


right to preach. 

Francis Marion Haygood was born in 
Clark county, August 18, 1817. He was 
the fifth of eleven children born to Wil- 
liam Haygood. He and his sister, Mary, 
who lives in Oconee county, are the only 
living members of the family. She is 
about seventy-five years old. 

Dr. Haygood married Miss Louisa Ann 
Born on June 30, 1842. Mrs. Haygood 
died June 9, 1899. They had two chil- 
dren, A. Judson Haygood and J. Eliot 
Haygood. The latter was killed at the 
second battle of Manassas; the former 
lives in Atlanta. 

Dr. Haygood, who has always been a 
Baptist, was an uncle of the well known 
Bishop Atticus Haygood, of the Method 
ist church. Miss Laura Haygood, the 
famous missionary to China, who died 
only a little while ago, in Shanghai, was 
his niece. 

Dr. Haygood’s life has been one of 
great diversity of pursuit and incident. 
Most of his life has been spent as a col- 
porteur. At different times in his life 
he has served as pastor of yarious 
churches in Georgia. He has served as 
pastor in churches in Macon, Sparta and 
Jefferson. 

In his evangelistic and Sunday school 
labor he has traveled more miles and 
preached more sermons than any other 
Baptist minister ig the state. 7 

He has five grandchildren and five 
great-grandchildren living. His grand- 
children are: Mrs. J. G. Bostwick, Mrs. 
E. B. Clay, of Kirkwood; Miss Laura 
Haygood, Mrs. W. T. Donaldson and Miss 
Catherine W. Haygood. 
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MUST HAVE CANAL TO GET 


SOUTH AMERICAN TRADE 


‘If some of the millionaires of this 
country would establish a few English 
schools in South America they would do 
more good*for the states than through all 
the expositions they van give.” 

Thus spoke Hon. Perry M. DeLeon, 
consul general to Ecuador, at the Majes- 
tic last night. Mr. DeLeon reached the 
city yesterday and will spend four or five 
days here among his friends. We will re- 
turn to Ecuudor the latter part of April, 
going by way of Cuba, where he will 
spend about a week. 

“T find,” said Mr. DeLeon, that the 
people generally in South Amefica are 
not taking any enthusiastic interest in 
the coming Pan-American exposition at 
Buffalo, and one of the principal reasons 
is that so few of them speak English. 
Then, too, it is a long distance to travel, 
and according to my information the at- 


tendance from the South American coun- 


tries will be rather small. 

“The governments, however, are taking 
great interest in the enterprise aud all 
of them will have splendid exhibits there, 
Ecuador, the country to which I am ac- 
credited, will send to Buffalo the same 
exhibit she had at Paris with some valu- 
able additions. The Guayaquil and Quito 
railroad will also have an exhibit at Buf- 
falo.”’ 

Are there any revututions in prospect?” 
Mr, DeLeon was asked. ; 

“Well, none that I know cf right now, 
Colombia has about settled her little trou- 
ble, and Ecuador will preserve a state 
of tranquillity at least for the next our 
years, in my opinion. The government is 
quite satisfactory, and when that railroad 
is completed from Guayaquil to Quito 
it will make revolutions in that country 
practically impossible. About seventy- 
two of the more than 300 miles have been 
completed. 

„The United States do not have the 
trade they should have with Ecuador and 
other South American countries. We sell 

good deal of raw material and that 


They get about $10 from these countries 
where we get one. The merchants ought 
to send their drummers down there, for 
much of that trade could Se had for the 
asking. The United States will never get 
what they should have down there, how- 
ever, until the completion of the Panama 


canal.“ 

Mr. DeLeon strongiy favors the Panama 
route for the canal as against that across 
Nicaragua. On this line he said among 
other things; 

“The Colombia government is eager in 
the extreme to have our government buy 
and complete the Panama canal, while 
the French company is anxious to sell, 
despite its pretended coyness. Colcmbia 
will give us whatever we can reasonably 
ask, and the ad captandum buncombe 
appeal of the Nicaragua advocates uf an 
‘American canal built by Americans on 
American soil, under American control, 
apply with equal force to Pan ima. In 
fact, we already practically exercise a 
protectorate over the isthmus, and bave 
twice asserted it in the last twelve 
months. 

“The Panama canal is over two-fifth 


built, and all questions pertaining to its 


completion are known and virtually sciv 
ed quantities. Nicaragua, on the othe 
hand, will have to be built ab initlo 

a cost greatly in excess of Panama, i 

friends to the contrary notwithstanding, 
and I think when congress determines 
to take up the question seriously the 
Nicaragua scheme will be relegated to 
the rear. The republicans wisely de- 
clined in convention to commit them- 
selves to any route, and my belief is 
the sentiment in favor of Nicaragua is 
weakening. The report of. the committee 
I have not seen, but am told to some ex- 
tent damns Nicaragua with faint praise 
and likewise losses over Panama on the 
alleged ground of the French company’s 
unwillingness to sell. 

“Personally I have not a particle of in-

Presbyferian Institution Is Now a 
.Certainty—Will Be Modeled 
After Presbyterian Hospi- 
tals in New York and 
Baltimore. 


The projectots of the movement for a 
Presbyterian hospital in Atlanta met yes- 
terday morning in the office of Major 
John C. Whitner, in the Prudential build- 


‘Ing, elected a board of trustees and steer- 


ing committee, and outlined the plan of 
work to be undertaken by the new insti- 
tution. The meeting was thoroughly suc- 
cessful and at its conclusion it was evi- 
dent that those present were ready to go 
to work in earnest for the hospital move- 
ment. Those at the meeting were Rev. J. 
G. Patton, Dr. A. R. Holderby, Rev. W. 
H. Fraser, Rev. R. O. Flinn, Major John 
C. Whitner, Dr. J. McF. Gaston, Jr., Dr.

The proposed hospital will be conducted 
on non-sectarian lines and will be model- 
ed after similar institutions conducted by 
the Presbyterian church in New York, 
Philadelphia and Baltimore.

Judge Calhoun Gives Nine Negroes 
Fine of $100 and Costs or 
Ten Months. 

The jury in the case of the nine negro 
men and women charged with having en- 
gaged in a general fight near Bast Point 
a short time ago returned a verdict of 
guilty yesterday in the city court. Judge 
Calhoun sentenced each of the defend- 
ants to pay a fine of $100 and costs or 
serve ten months in the county chain- 
gang. The following are the names of 
the nine negroes: John Lee, George Wil- 
liams, Son Gamble, Ida Martin, Annie 
Wilcox, John Brooks, J. D. McMichael, 
Sallie Lindsey and Cynthia Searcy. 

The trial of the negroes was begun Mon- 
day afternoon. It is announced that the 
case will be appealed to the supreme 
court. 

Mary Ellis, a negro woman, was tried 
yesterday on the charge of receiving stol- 
en goods, but the jury could not agree on 
a verdict and a mistrial was declared. 
Her daughter was employed by Mrs. M. 
A. Erskine, on Whitehall street, and she 
is charged with stealing from Mrs. Ers- 
kine, it being alleged that the mother re- 
ceived the stolen goods. The We 
has never been captured. 

John Mahoney, a young white man, wag 
placed on trial yesterday afternoon on 
the charge of malicious mischief.

ON THE ISLAND OF CUBA 


Havana, March 2%8.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)—The anti-profanity com- 
mandment is strictly observed in Cuba. 
No one uses the name of the Deity here 
to curse with the exception of the 
priests; for invoking the condemnation 


of the Almighty upon the souls of men 
13 a purely priestly prerogative. If an 
impatient American, exasperated by some 
delay, or angered by the manana habit 
for which the Cuban is noted, attempts 
to break into the profanity apparently 
called for by the situation he is met 
by the sarcastic comment that he is en- 
croaching upon the authority of the 
church and that his curses are of no 
effect in so far as their eternal cortse- 
quences are concerned. In lieu of swear- 
ing the Cuban contents himself with 
casting reflections upon your ancestry 
on both sides of the house and insinuat- 
ing that you are generally not the right 
sort of a person to associate with the 
young. 

Several times I have been asked: How 
do you say — —?” and I am compelled 
to answer that it cannot be said, and 
not wishing to spread a knowledge of 
evil, I never offer any suggestions as to 
a substitute phrase and several cases of 
apoplexy from surcharged feelings have 
nearly occurred. Before learning Span- 
ish I used to think that it was a lan- 
guage of poetry and romance; that it 
was a musical flow of stately periods 
and courtly phrase; but I have discov- 
ered that there are more thin in Span- 
ish Horatio than are drea of in 
Ohlendorf.

British Cleanliness 
“If there is one particular in which the 
Englishman feels immeasurably superior 
to all other tribes of men it is in the mat- 
ter of cleanliness: in fact, it is his habit 
to make his personal cleanliness and his 
daily ablutions the topics of conversation 
on occasions /and wnder circumstances 
when Americans would never dream of 
introducing such themes.

\A brave Englishman has the temerity 
to say that only a small proportion of 
houses in the United Kingdom are with- 
out dark and dirty corners. He also 
charges that there are attics full of dust 
and dirt, filled with rubbish, old raiment, 
old papers, and all manner of household 
litter, the residuum of the dally home life 
and its activities. All this aggregation of 
cast-off and refuse stuff is in process of 
decay, a mouldering heap or a dust heap 
according to atmospheric conditions.

VISITING BOARD 18 NAMED 


Governor Candler Appoints Board To 
Go to Athens in June. 


ALL EXPERIENCED EDUCATORS 


Three of Them Are Graduates of the 
State University—Will Report 
to the Trustees. 


Governor Candler yesterday appointed 
the. board of visitors to the State uni- 
versity to inspect that institution at the 
coming commencement and report to the 


trustees and to the governor. 

The board is one of the strongest that 
has been, appointed in years. It is com- 
posed of men well versed in the principles 
of education, and they conform to the re- 
quirements af the jaw that the members 
of the visiting board must be citizens of 
Georgia and experienced educators. The 
members of the board of visitors as 
named by the governor yesterday are 
given herewith. 

W. M. Slaton, of Fulton county, is prin- 
cipal of the Boys’ High school of Atlanta. 
He has been connected with the public 
schools of Atlanta for many years and is 
a thorough and experienced educator. He 
is a graduate of the State university. 

8. V. Sanford, of Cobb county, principal 
of the public schools of Marietta, the sec- 
ond member of the board, is @ graduate 
of Mercer. He Hikewise has had wide 
experience in educational matters. 

C. B. Chapman, of Bibb county, is su- 
perintendent of the public schools of Ma- 
con. He is a graduate of the State uni- 
versity, and has devoted his time to edu- 
cationa] work ever since he left that in- 
stitution. 

H. C. Moreno LI from the uni- 
versity in 1893. He is living at present in 
Gainesville, Hall county. He was for sev- 
eral years a tutor at the university, and 
afterwards held a professorship in a 
school in Massachusetts. He is not at 
present engaged in educational work, 

J. W. Hendricks, of Coffee county, the 
other member of the board, is a gradu- 
ate of Emory college, at Oxford. He is 
at present superintendent of the public 
schools of Douglas. 

This is considered as strong a board as 
could have been selected. Every member 
of it has had wide experience in educa- 
tional matters, and they will do whatever 
work they have to do cgrefully and thor- 
oughly.

MANY CHANGES IN MARCH 


Meteorological Summary Presents 
Unusual Figures. 


TEMPERATURE TOOK JUMP 


Total Rainfall for March Was Defi- 
cient Compared with the Aver- 
age for the Month. 


The monthly meteorological summary of 
the weather bureau for March presents 
a series of figures of unusual interest, as 
the popular theory that March is a 
month of contrasts is easily borne out 
by the table, 

Between the highest and the lowest 
temperature during the thirty-one days 
of the month there is a difference of no 
less than 58 degrees Fahrenheit, while in 
one day, March 6th, there was a differ- 
ence of 37 degrees between the highest 
and the lowest point reached on the ther- 
mometer. Such a variance in tempera- 
ture in the period of twenty-four hours 
is not Only unusual, but phenomenal, and 
the records of the past in few instances 
show an equal to it. 

The total rainfall of the month is 
shown to have been 5.71, which makes a 
deficiency from the average of .07 inches. 
The accompanying table prepared by the 
weather bureau is one of the most inter- 
esting ever sent out from the depart- 
ment. It is as follows:

FEVER HOSPITAL IS WANTED 


Movement for Its Establishment 
Now on Foot. 


DR. BIZZELL IS INTERESTED 


Institution Could Be Built at a Cost 


of $4,000—Subscriptions 
Have Been Offered. 


There is a well defined plan now on foot 
to build a contagious and infectious dis- 
ease hospital near the city. 

This hospital would take charge of cases 
of scarlet fever, diphtheria and other dis- 
eases of similar nature. It is estimated 
that such an institution could be estab- 
lished at an expense of about $4,000. 

Dr. B. W. Bizzell, chairman of the 
contagious disease committee of the board 
of health, is interesting himself in this 
movement to build a contagious disease 
hospital and is of the opinion that the 
institution can be established and put in 
working order with little trouble. 

Others are interested in the project and 
several enthusiastic supporters of the 
idea have volunteered to contribute from 
$100 to $500 to make it a success. It is 
believed that much of the money neces- 
sary for establishing the institution will 
come in the shape of voluntary subscrip- 
tions from those who realize the néed of 
such a hospital and are willing to help 
those interested in putting the scheme 


through. 

Dr. Bizzell stated yesterday that he felt 
very much encouraged at the outiook and 
firmly believed that the hospital would 
meet with instantaneous success. 

“The city has long needed just such an 
institution as this proposes to be,’ said 
he, “and several influential people with 
whom I have talked concerning the hos- 
pital assure me that they would be will- 
ing to contribute toward its establish- 
ment. When a child is taken ill with 
scarlet fever or diphtheria in a boarding 
house or hotel it rather places the pro- 
prietors in an embarrassing position. 
Other guests object to living in the same 
house where such diseases exist. Right 
There is where the contagious hospital 
would come in. The patients could be 
sent to this institution, be treated by the 
most skilled physicians in the city and 
would be fully protected from a spread 
of the disease. 

“The success with which the city has 
met in taking care of other contagious 
diseases has been largely instrumental 
in starting the movement to establish 
this hospital. There is no reason why 
the project should not go through, and I 
feel satisfied the institution would ac- 
complish untold good. When established 
the hospital would, of course, be located 
just outside the city, where the patients 
could be quiet and have the benefit of 
plenty of fresh air. This hospital would 
be a city institution and under the direc- 
tion of the board of health.”
